I have the honour to submit the detailed Annual Report 
on the Agricultural Statistics of Ireland for the year 1917. The 
delay in i-estarting the publication of this series of Reports is 
regretted, but was unavoidable. During and since the war the 
Department’s statistical stall, depleted in the first instance by 
enlistment and afterwards by transfer to other Departments, 
had to meet a largely increased demand for statistical infor- 
mation. Moreover since 1917 the collection of statistics in 
Ireland has been becoming increasingly difficult ; new machinery 
had to be devised for collection of agricultural statistics in 1918 ; 
this had to be changed in 1919 and again in 1920 to meet the 
changing circumstances. StiU all the more important figures 
of immediate interest were issued fairly promptly each year in 
prehminary summaries, but the publication of the less urgent 
particulars had to be delayed. The present statistics, while 
elaborating and giving final precision to the figures already 
published, furnish in addition particulars of the number and 
size of agricultural holdings and of their distribution, a compara- 
tive i-ecord of the changes which took place over a series of 
years as regards the extents and yields of the chief crops and the 
numbers of live stock ; statistics of the area under the chief 
kinds of tree and bush fruits ; statistics of the area under woods 
and of planting and feUing operations, etc., etc. 

The summary tables presented on page 2 et seq.. show some 
of the salient points of the detailed tables and also certain general 
and comparative statistics relating to agi'ieulture 
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r.- -Areas under Crops, eto.

It wil\ 'oe seen irom the above table that in 1917 the total 
area under tiUage crops and under hay showed very substantial 
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increases over the areas in the immediately preceding years ; 
the area under tillage in 1917 was but little below the area in 
1381 — it was greater than the area in 1883, The area in 1917 
was about the same under corn crops as in 1881, under green 
crops as in 1896, under flax as in 1889 ; the area under fruit 
in 19 1 7 was larger than in any year since the records were started 
in 1906 ; the area under all crops other than hay was about 
the same as in 1883 ; the area under hay was larger than in 
any year since the statistics were first collected in 1847. 

The increased tillage in 1917 was brought about by the fear 
that the unrestricted submarine campaign begun early in 1917 
would bring about a shortage of food for man and beast, by 
legal regulations requiring increased tillage, by guaranteed 
prices, and by the possibility of still higher war prices.

iSlo less than 4o*2 per cent, of the area under potatoes was 
planted with Champions, leaving only 54*8 per cent, for all 
other varieties. Since 1891 the area under Champions has 
greatly decreased in extent and also in proportion to the total 
area under potatoes. 

The tillage regulation, already referred to, recpiired all occupiers 
with ten or more acres of arable land to “cultivate ” in the 
year 1917 one-tenth more of their arable land than in 1916, 
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blit no occupier was required to “ cultivate ” more than 
lialf his arable laud, iriie regulation stated that (in addition 
to tlie laud under eoi'u crops, green crops, flax and fruit) land 
under a fii'st or second year’s crop of rye grass would be deemed 
to be “ cultivated.” As tlie above figures show, there was an 
enormous increase in tillage in 1917. Still the increase was less 
than that required by the tillage regulation. 


The classification of land given by the farmers to the police 
ruumerators of • statistics in 1917 was alfected by the tillage 
reimlatiou. There could be no doubt about the classihoation 
of the area “ cultivated.” Moreover, if a farmer was influenced 
bv the tillage regulation to exaggerate this area to the enumerator, 
he was on the other hand influenced to understate his areas 
under croiis bv the fear that the Government would commandeer 
them as the military had commandeered some of the hay crop 
in 1916. (As a matter of fact the areas returned as under crops 
in 1917 were afterwards proved to have been accurate by an 
actual survey on the spot by inspectors of the land m representa- 
ive 0 vnlaZds amounting to about 5 per cent, of the townlands 
in each county). The case was different with regard to the 
non-arable areas on holdings (marsh, etc.) and the ^ 

that these areas were overstated and the areas iindei 
were understated. The returns for these areas had to be 
rectified in the Department. Any changes that had taken place, 
at all events in recent years, in the non-arable areas 
were considered comparatively negligible, changes shown in 
the returns of these areas from one year to the next weie 
doubt largely due to changes amongst the enumerators or ebang 
of Cinion on the part of the same enumerators ; an area m ght 
be classed as grazed mountain one year and the next as pas ui

llie inquiries relating to the planting and felling operations 
instituted in 1891 and continued in the following twenty-five 
years were repeated in 1917. According to the returns 1,134 
acres were planted with trees during the year ended 30th June 
1917. i.e., 448 acres more than the extent planted in the pre- 
ceding twelve mouths, while 2,897 acres were cleared, an increase 
of^l,037 acres. Diu-ing the five years ending 30tli June, 1917, 
0,o27 acres were returned as having been cleared of trees and 
only 4,401 acres as having been planted. 


II- — Yield of Cbops in Ibeland. 

The follow'ing table shows the average estimated yields per 
statute acre of the prmcipal crops in Ireland : 



While there was a decrease in the yield from the decade 1851-60 
to 1861-70 there was a steady and very important improvement 
m the succeeding years. From the decade 1881-90 to the decade 
1907-16 the average yield per statute acre of oats increased 
from 13' 6 cwts. to 17' 4 cwts., an increase of 28 per cent., and 
the average yield of potatoes increased from 3’ 5 tons to” 5'3 
tons, an increase of no less than 61 per cent. 
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The next table shows the changes in the total estimated 
production of the principal crops. Owing to the satisfactory 
increase in the yields per acre this table presents a much less 
gloomy view of the decline in tillage than the corresponding 
acreage table. The average annual production of each crop 
(with the excejrtion of rye and flax) in the decade 1907-1916 
was greater than the corresponding figure for the decade 1891 
to 1900.

Notwithstanding the decline in tillage in Jreland tlie number 
of horses has been well maintained and the number of smaller 
equines has increased. The number of cattle increased almost 
continuously, but it must not be assumed that the dau'y herd 
increased. As a matter of fact the number of milch cows has 
remained remarkably stationary since about 1866 and the in- 
crease in the cattle herd was due to the increase in the nuniher 
of calves reared. The number of cattle under one year on 1st 
June increased from 450 per 1,000 milch cows in 1854 to 70!) 
per 1,000 milch cows in 1917, see Table G., p. 9. The number 
of sheep in Ireland has been decreasing, aird also the number 
of pigs. Owing principally to the small yield of potatoes in 1910 
the number of pigs was drastically reduced by 1st June, 1917. 
The number of each of the other classes of live stock also showed 
a decrease from 1916 to 1917. 

In crop statistics figures are available for the jdeld per acre 
as well as for the total acreage ; in live stock statistics there 
is a record of the total number of animals, but no continuous 
figures are available of the yields of milk, meat, wool, etc., per 
animal, or of the average ages of slaughter or export.

It will be seen from the above table that from 1871 to 1910 
the area of land ploughed in the United Kingdom decreased by 
29’ 7 per cent.; the percentage decrease (37‘1 per cent.) in 
Ireland was largest, but was not so much greater than the change 
in Wales (33- 4 per cent.). The change in England was 29*6 
per cent., bnt in Scotland only 15.4 per cent. The percentage 
increase from 1916 to 1917 in the area of ploughed land followed

200 acre class respectively : whereas the occupier will be included in the 200 to 500 acre class as being in 
occupation of 90 +150 or 240 acres.
